Romulus Firefighters Get Hands-on Training 


A training exercise conducted by the 
Romulus Fire Department on April 26 gave 
local firefighters a chance to hone their skills 
in a real-life setting. . 

RED Deputy Chief Bill Wagner said 
that 13 firefighters from Romulus and 4 
from Westland took part in the exercise, 
which involved battling a controlled fire set 
in a house located at 35945 Herman. The 
home's owner offered to let the department 
use the building for the training exercise 
after a previous fire had left the structure 
beyond repair. 

The purpose of the drill was to give 
less-experienced firefighters a better under- 
standing of fire behavior and techniques for 
extinguishing a blaze. 

- “We take them inside, set the fire, and 
let them watch it develop, Wagner ex- 
plained. “They see, firsthand, how quickly 
the flames can move across a wall and up 
to the ceiling. 





“Tr’s not unusual for new firefighters — 
to go a few weeks or even months before 
getting their first call,” Wagner continued. 
“Training like this gives them a taste of what 
to expect when they get out into the real 
world, so they'll be better prepared when 


that time comes.” UJ

Don’t Get Fooled on Economic Recovery Payment

Specialist in Metropolitan Detroit — 

If you're receiving Social Security or 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI) ben- 
efits, don’t let anyone fool you regarding 
your special one-time recovery payment of 
$250 from the American Recovery and Re- 
investment Act of 2009. 

To make sure no one does, let me state 
this as clearly as possible: 

e All Social Security and SSI beneficia- 
ries who are eligible for the special one- 
time recovery payment will have their 
payment issued in May. 

e The payment is automatic; no action Is 
required on your part. 

e Thereare no requests to make, no appli- 
cations to complete, and no fees to pay. 

If you receive a visit, call, or email from 
anyone claiming to want to help you ob- 
tain your payment, be skeptical. Do not pay 
anyone to help you receive your payment. 
And do not reveal any of your personal in- 
formation, such as your full name, date of 
birth, or Social Security number. If some- 
one requests this information for this pur- 
pose, it’s more likely that he or she is “out 
to get you’ than out to get your payment 
for you. 

In addition to people who receive So- 
cial Security and SSI benefits, people who 
receive benefits from Veterans Affairs and 
the Railroad Retirement Board will receive 
one-time payments of $250. Note, however, 
that only one payment of $250 will be made 


per person, regardless of any combination 
of benefits that may be received. . 
How will your recovery payment be 
made? The same way that your regular 
monthly payments are made. People with 
direct deposit will receive their payments 
electronically. Those who receive paper 
checks will- receive their payments in the. 
mail. People who receive regular payments 
through the new Direct Express debit card 
will receive their one-time payments 
through the card. We will send your one- 
time payment separately from your Social 


Security or SSI benefit. 


To assist in processing the payments 


as efficiently as possible, please do not con- 
tact Social Security — unless you have not 
received your payment by June 4. More 
information is now available at www.social 
security.gov/payment and will be ee 
as needed. 

Rest assured that your special one-time 
recovery payment will be sent to you auto- 
matically. And if it’s not received by June 4, 
there's only one place you need to contact: 
Social Security, at your local office, or at 
1-800-772-1213 (TTY 1-800-325-0778).
